There are eight proposed Bond- 
Issues that will go to the voters 
on Dee, 5, Un last week’s column 
I gave a brief summary of the 
first five.) 

Bond Issue #6 would authorize 
$1,800,000 for Improvements to. 
Airports, The Department of 
Transportation would appropriate 
funds for the following airports 
in our area from this bond. Aub- 
urn-Lewiston, $36,000; Fryeburg, 
$9,000; Rangeley, $2,250; Portland, 

Bond Issue. #7 is in the amount 
of $11,500,000 for the Highway and 
Bridge -Improvement, <Program. 
Maine has been dinancing:Highway 
and Bridge Construction since 
1952, In the past six years we have 
been able to retire an equal am- 
ount each year as we have replac- 
ed new bonds. This money is a 
possible bond be issued that gives 
the,-Department time to plan pro- 
jects and also have State bond 
money to match $45. million Fed- 
eral money that comes from Fed- 
eral gas tax, : 

Bond Issue #8 is in the amount 
of $2.1 million-to establish a Maine 
Veterans Home for the support 
and care of honorably discharged 
veterans. This bond will be match- 
ed by Federal grants that will 
cover 65% of the construction. 
costs of this home. When con- 
structed each member «will pay to 
the State a share of the costs of 
his maintenance that he can af- 
ford. This home will be adminis- 
trated as a self-liquidating project 
until all the bonds issued are re- 
tired. 


The role of the Uniform Prop-, 
erty tax (UPT) in financing Edu- 
cation: : 


In 1973, in LD 1994, the state 
dramatically changed the educa- 
tion finance laws, It created a new 
system to distribute. to each lo- 
eality 100% of their basic educa- 
tional needs, and a new system 
to raise from a state property tax 
approximately 50% of the money 
they would be distributing, Today, 
the system of distribution is called 
the School Finance..Act of 1976; 
and the UPT is the- method the 
ACT uses to raisego more than 
one half of its costs. 


THIS is an important distinc- 
tion: one part of the School Fi- 
nance Act distributes the money, 
one part ofit, the UPT, raises it. 
In NO WAY DOES THE UPT IN- 
FLUENCE HOW MUCH EACH LO- 
CALITY RECEIVES. The Dec. 5 
Uniform Property Tax question is 
to ‘deal with the method to raise 
money NOT the Distribution of 
it, 


If the UPT alone «was repealed 
the property tax holders across 
the state would no longer be pay- 
ing generally at the same rate. 
Persons living in property rich 
towns would have a lighter prop- 
erty tax burden; persons in poorer 
towns might be more sorely taxed. 
The fairness of the Maine tax 
structure MIGHT be lessened. 
This would depend on thow the 
Legislature decided to replace the 
lost UPT revenues, In the present 
tax structure most of the property 
rich communities are the “Pay-in” 
towns; (property rich coastal 
communities or communities that 
have large industry.) 


, Because practically all education 
is now being funded by general 
fund monies, each person’s contri- 
bution to education is determined 
in part by his income, by how 
much he consumes ard how much 
property he possesses, The General 
Fund monies—is a mixture pri- 
marily of income taxes, sales taxes 
and UPT. 


As noted earlier, the Maine 
School finance law has been con- 
cerned primarily with school tax 
rate equalization. Virtually all 
Jocal school districts in Maine now 
levy an equalized school tax rate 
‘of between 14 and 18 mills. Tax 
Payers vote locally to detide if 
they wish to spend more per stu- 
dent, In Maine 85% of the com- 
munities voted last year to raise 
the extra local leeway of $115 per 
student, UPT does give commun- 
ities considerable local choice at 
arriving at local spénding levels.
